$16 ASI fee 
increase 


The fee increase will 
be implemented in the 
fall.

The $16 increase to the Associated Stu- 
dents Inc. fee passed on Friday, providing a 
“big relief” for the multi-million dollar or- 
ganization, ASI Executive Director Rich- 


ard Haller said. 


“J would say I was surprised and thank- 
ful that [the results] weren’t neck and neck, 
but it was a pretty good margin in support 


of the fee,” Haller said. 


On Wednesday and Thursday, 56.1 per- 
cent of the 5,027 students who voted in 
the Cal State Long Beach special election 
chose to increase the ASI fee from $44 per 


semester to $60. 


The election results were announced in 
the Senate Chambers on Friday by Mary 
Ann Takemoto, CSULB interim vice pres- 
ident for student services and chair of the 


Student Fee Advisory Committee. 


The number of students who voted ac- 
counted for approximately 14.6 percent 
of the student population. The $16 fee in- 
crease will provide an additional $1.2 mil- — 
lion in funds annually and be implemented 


in the fall. 


Sophomore English literature major 
Melissa Tanaka said she believes the fee 


increase is necessary. 


“Tt’s a little more than the price of a 
movie ticket,” she said. “If it means reno- 
vating buildings or getting cool music-re- 
lated events ... then I’m totally down with 
it. I’m willing to part with a small fee, es- 
pecially if it can add up and help the school 


in a big way.” 


ASI Executive Director Richard Haller 
said he was pleased with the voter turnout. 
“T think the national average is around 
10 percent for student body officer elec- 
tions,” he said. “Getting about 15 percent 
for a special election is pretty incredible.” 
CSULB students turned out in record- 
breaking numbers for last year’s ASI

WALKING FOR LIFE

The Sean Vernon Feliciano Amaz- 
ing Day Foundation’s suicide aware- 
ness walk came to Cal State Long 
Beach for the first time yesterday. 

The fourth annual walk saw 
roughly 100 people gather near the 
College of Business Administra- 


_ tion. Participants walked on campus 


and portions of Seventh Avenue and 
Bellflower Boulevard for almost 90 
minutes. 

Robert Feliciano, Sean’s father and 
co-founder of the foundation, said the 
walk is usually held in Downey, where 
his son grew up. 

Feliciano said that Sunday marked

the fifth year since he lost his son to 
suicide. 

“That was the most devastating 
thing I’ve lived through in my life,” Fe- 
liciano said. 

Sean was a 20-year-old student at 
University of California, Santa Bar- 
bara when he took his own life in 
2009, 

Prior to the suicide, Sean had been 
battling depression and was prescribed 
antidepressants, according to the foun- 
dation’s website. 

Feliciano said the foundation, 
which he started in honor of his son 
just months after he passed, aims to 
raise awareness about suicide pre- 
vention and donates its proceeds to 
mental health programs in universi- 
ties.

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Long Beach 
implements 
new water 

restrictions 


The restrictions are 
for water conservation 
during the drought.

The Long Beach Board of Water 
Commissioners has announced three 
new city restrictions on water use in 
an effort to conserve water during the 
California drought. 

Residents are now prohibited from 
irrigating landscape with potable water 
on Tuesdays, Wednesdays, Fridays and 
Sundays, according to the Long Beach 
Water Department website. 

The Board announced two additional 
restrictions at Thursday’s meeting, in- 
cluding prohibiting -restaurants from 
serving water unless it is specifically 
asked for by customers and reducing the 
time sprinklers can be used, according 
to the LBWD website. 

Matthew Lyons, director of planning 
and water conservation for the LBWD, 
said he thinks the new restrictions are 
necessary to reduce water use. 

“We've been saving water for a 
drought,” Lyons said. “We’re living off 
our stored water ..: so it’s prudent to try 
and preserve as much stored water as 
we can.” 

Lyons said that Long Beach has done 
a good job of conserving water during 
the past few years. He said that saving 
water in the past has helped the city to 
bolster its water storage. 

Residents can report violations of the 
new water prohibitions online, Lyons said. 

In light of the rainstorm that recently 
moved across the state, he said Cali- 
fornians must wait a few weeks before 
experts determine if the drought will 
continue. 

“We'll know by the end of April how 
long this [drought] might go on,” Lyons 
said. 
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“People say, ‘It’s great what you're

to explain to them I’m not doing any- 
thing for Sean. It’s for the Seans and 
Seanettes of the world.” 

Part of the foundation’s name was 
inspired by Sean’s motto. 

“Every time he would talk to some-

one he’d say, ‘Have an amazing day,” 
Sean’s childhood friend David Correa 
said. “That was his slogan.” 

Correa, who was close friends with 
Sean since elementary school; said 
the annual walk helps him cope with 
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Sean’s death, as he is still coming to 
terms with it. 

“Losing a friend to suicide is ac- 
tually harder than anything,’ Correa 
said. “You [are] left with so many 
questions and asking yourself why 
he did it. This walk really helps re- 
membering Sean and other people 
who lost their lives to suicide as 
well.” 

Feliciano said he believes there is a 
stigma behind suicide, which makes it 
difficult to discuss. 

“I speak to anyone about suicide 
prevention,” Feliciano said. “A lot of 
[people] feel shame that their child or 
their loved one took [his or her] life.” 

Despite the sadness felt by those af- 
fected by suicide, the event turned out 
a positive gathering. 

CSULB fraternity Sigma Pi _co- 
sponsored the event, where President 
Charlie Atwood said there was a good 
sense of community. 

“Everybody was happy to be here, 
and it was just a really good vibe,” At- 
wood said. 

During his time at UCSB, Sean was 
a member of Sigma Pi, and after his 
death, the fraternity adopted the foun- 
dation as one of its national philanthro- 
pies. 

In the future, Feliciano said he 
hopes to expand the annual walk into 
a nationwide event.

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general election. More than 19.5 per- 
cent of the student body voted in the 
election, while 15.2 percent voted in 
the following run-off elections be- 
tween presidential and vice presiden- 
tial candidates. 

Haller said persistent campaigning 
efforts, including ASI members’ talking 
to students, visiting classrooms and get- 
ting coverage on campus media, had a 
huge impact on the results. 

“ASI Communications and various 
student media platforms all did a tre- 
mendous job of getting the word out 
there,” Haller said. “They did it in a way 
that wasn’t overpromising. It was just 
kind of like, ‘Here’s the facts, and here’s 
why you should vote-yes.’”” 

ASI Chief of Staff Joseph Phillips 
said the additional funding generated 
from the fee increase will be used 
for renovations to the Isabel Patter- 
son Child Development Center and 
possibly the Soroptimist House and 
ASI Recycling Center. He also said 
it could fund study abroad, research 
grants and a 24-hour study center on 
campus. 

“When we were talking to students 
about it, the feedback was generally fa- 
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vorable,” Phillips said. 

Haller said ASI facility renovations 
will be the priority. 

“The priority is always safety first,” 
he said. “We have some building issues 
that need to be addressed.” 

Haller said that not all renovations 
will begin during the first year of the 
fee’s implementation and that work will 
be scheduled over time. 

Major events funded by ASI would 
ideally be free of charge for CSULB 
students, Haller said. 

“The event could be kind of like a 
miniature version of Coachella,” he 
said. “These [events] are all very com- 
munity-oriented and bonding events 
that bring students together.” 

Haller said he would also like to use 
the funds to start a distinguished speaker 
series that would bring well-known peo- 
ple to CSULB more than once a year. 

Freshman international business 
major Annamaria Del Mundo is one 
student who voted in favor of the in- 
crease. 

“T think students need the things 
ASI provides us,” she said. “The $16 
increase is a low price to pay for the 
amount of support they give students, 
whether in terms of academic support, 
programs they offer or organizations 
they help fund.” 
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OUR VIEW: WE STAND BEHIND OBAMA'S DIPLOMACY 


resident Barack Obama 

told a press gathering at the 

White House Friday that 

he is concerned about po- 
tential destabilization if Russia sends 
its troops to Ukraine, according to the 
Los Angeles Times. 

Obama said that “there will be 
costs” if Russia intervenes with 
“Ukraine’s threatened shift toward 
renewed civil conflict and a possible 
breakup as pro-Russia militants push 
for secession in Crimea.” 

But Russia does not seem to be 
budging and has deployed troops to 
Crimea, a semi-autonomous region in 
Ukraine where a majority of the popu- 
lation are ethnic Russians, according 
to an article from Forbes. 

Crimea was a part of the USSR 
before its collapse, and in 1992, 
decided in a referendum to join 
the newly independent country of 
Ukraine. 

Russia also has interest in keeping 
Crimea under its control and out of the 
hands of a new, pro-west government. 

According to Forbes, Russia uses 
Sevastopol, a naval base on Crimea’s 
southwestern tip, as its primary means 
of extending force through the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, making it an important 
territory to gain control of. 


Arsenty Yatsenuik, acting prime 
minister in Kiev, told The Guardian that 
Putin’s actions are a declaration of war. 

We think that avoiding war at all 
costs is preferable, and if Obama can 
manage to be a leading figure in this 
process without using military force, 
then so be it. 

However, we don’t want to see yet 
another Syria scenario, where our 


president seems to say one thing and 
then does another. 

Although Obama may be drawing 
yet another red line for the inter- 
national community, we think his 
comments hold merit provided he is 
prepared to follow through if the situ- 
ation changes. 

The Washington Post reported that 
Obama urged Putin to “step back” in 


a 90-minute phone conversation on 
Saturday. 

Obama made it clear that if Putin 
doesn’t pull Russian forces back to 
their bases, the U.S. would suspend 
its participation in the 40th G8 Sum- 
mit. 

The G8 summit, which will be 
held in Sochi in June, is the unofficial 
forum brought together by the leading 


industrialized democracies. 

We are glad to see the Obama 
administration and the State Depart- 
ment have been conducting conversa- 
tions over the past few days. 

Secretary of State John Kerry 


intends to visit Kiev Tuesday as a sign 


of support, despite potential military 
intervention, according to the Wash- 
ington Post. 


If Russia continues to ignore the 
international community and further 
destabilizes the region through mili- 
tary force, we will support whatever 
economic and diplomatic measures are 
necessary. 

We’re glad to see the U.S. is tak- 
ing a diplomatic approach, rather 
than jumping the gun as the “world’s 
police.” 


Forget the critics, Madison Rising screams patriotism

Next time you go on YouTube, which will prob- 
ably be any minute now, make sure you search 
“Madison Rising rocks National Anthem.” Watch 
this before you waste time checking out more 
funny cat videos, and judge the performance for 
yourself. 

Madison Rising calls itself “America’s most 
patriotic rock band” and its website home page 
features several photos of band members in some 
version of stars and stripes. Its most recent album 
opens with “The Star Spangled Banner,” and 
closes with the much talked about rock version of 
“America the Beautiful.” 

The band has made headlines in a myriad of 
news outlets, including Huffington Post, the Ex- 
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aminer, Twitter and others because of the perfor- 
mance it gave at Daytona International Speedway 
Feb. 22. The performance introduced the band’s 
rock version of the national anthem, and the video 
has gone viral. 

Huffington Post called the performance 
“cringeworthy” and said Francis Scott Key and 
John Stafford Smith would have agreed. Fox 
News commentary suggested that the applause at 
the end of the song was uncomfortable, and that 
the audience was simply unsure of how to react to 
something they were so unfamiliar with. 

If you watch the video for yourself, and you 
listen to the music and take a look at the audience 
members, I think you will probably find that the 
media is being overly critical. From Super Bowls, 
to World Series games and Cal State Long Beach 
basketball games, it is almost impossible to find 
a live performance of the national anthem where 
the singer sticks entirely to the traditional music 
any way. 

I think it was ambitious for a band to be as 
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confident in their interpretation of the music as 
this band is. 
Lead vocalist Dave Bray began the number 


holding an American flag over his heart, singing 


the song slowly and traditionally. As with almost 
every other performer of the national anthem, he 
sprinkled a few extraneous notes here and there, 
but nothing too radical. As he sang “...and the 
rockets red glare,” the song cranked it up a notch 
into a livelier, rock tempo. 

At the end of the song, the audience cheered, 
and no matter what any other critic calls it, they 
were hooting and hollering at least to an extent. 

The peanut gallery that comprises the YouTube 
feedback under the video has been firing a pretty 


even-sided bickering match over the performance. 


The best comments, in my opinion, came from 
those viewers who know a little about the band 
itself, and understand that the band isn’t trying to 
ruin something that is beautiful, rather they are 
trying to make it more accessible to an audience 
that may have lost touch with patriotism. 
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Madison Rising is led by Bray, a U.S. Navy 
veteran and strong believer in the band’s mission 
to promote a pro-American culture. 

The band believes in “the principles of liberty, 
independence, smaller government and personal 
responsibility,” according to its website. 

For me, the interpretation of the song symbol- 
izes the ever-changing social dynamics of the 
US. 

Thomas Jefferson famously said, “The dead 
shall not rule the living.” The idea behind this 
statement is that the people who currently com- 
prise the country should determine the standards 
by which they live. 

Implying that a song, which serves only to 
praise our country, should only be performed 
one way for the rest of time is like saying the 
Constitution should never be amended and/or 
changed to suit the desires and needs of the pres- 
ent American people.

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Response to SB 1062 spreads same discrimination

It is often said that two wrongs do 
not make a right, and it seems this 
rings true in West Hollywood and 
Arizona. In response to Arizona’s pro- 
posed Senate Bill 1062, which would 
have given business owners the right 
to refuse service to gay couples based 
on “religious freedom,” The Abbey 
Food and Bar in West Hollywood has 

-officially banned “every legislator in 
any state that votes for bills to allow 
discrimination against LGBT people,” 
according to the Los Angeles Times. 

Security guards at The Abbey have 
been given head shots of multiple 
lawmakers from Arizona and Kansas 
who have been officially banned from 
entering the bar, according to the LA 
Times. 

This is not the first time that The 
Abbey has refused service on the basis 
of “LGBT rights.” 

In May 2012; when gay marriage 
was still illegal in California, the Ab- 
bey banned all bachelorette parties on 
the grounds that they are an “offensive 
heterosexual tradition” that flaunts 
marriage inequality, according to CBS 
Los Angeles. 

But is this really different from what 
people are trying to do in Arizona 
under the facade of religious liberty? 

The answer is no. 


The 1964 Civil Rights Act states it 
is illegal to segregate or discriminate 
based upon religion, race, sex, nation- 
ality or ideology. 

This is the same legislation that 
overturned the “Separate but Equal” 
clause of the Constitution which justi- 
fied segregation. To ban people from 


entering an establishment because 
they do not share your political view 
is unconstitutional, regardless of what 
side of the issue you are on. 

The Abbey received many com- 
plaints, criticisms, and “hateful” phone 
calls from both sides of the issue, ac- 
cording to The Huffington Post.

LGBT rights activists are complain- 
ing that The Abbey cannot fight dis- 
crimination with more discrimination, 
while conservatives said they would 
never go to The Abbey out-of protest. 

“They’re trying to say we’re being 
bigots and we’re the ones discrimi- 
nating,” said Todd Barnes, general 


manager at The Abbey, in a LA Times 
article. “But, it’s about sending a mes- 
sage that those people who vote against 
gays and lesbians can be treated in the 
same sense.” 

Incidentally, Arizona Goy. Jan 
Brewer vetoed the bill on Wednesday, 
yet there is no news that The Abbey 
will drop their ban. 

Both sides are reaching new lows 
that are incredibly irrational and legal- 
ly wrong. This just goes to show that 
extremism, intolerance and bigotry 
come in many different forms. They go 
deeper than any ideology or religion, 
but reflect a fundamental flaw that is 
inherent within the human condition. 

I am not trying to promote or op- 
pose any group. I am simply hoping to 
rephrase what my teacher said to me 
back in high school political science: 
“Some people are just going to think 
differently than you, but that is okay. 
That doesn’t make them bad people.” 

Both sides are discriminating 
against each other, and both are wrong 
for doing so. Both are mirror images 
of each other on opposite sides of the 
spectrum, but it seems they are so 
stubborn they are blind to it. 

The whole thing is somewhat farci- 
cal. If America is to be a democratic 
republic, then people need to at least 
try to tolerate other ideas.

Late night TV plays musical chairs.

While Jimmy Fallon has moved on to bigger 
and better things at “The Tonight Show,” Seth 
Meyers steps up his game as he leaves his desk at 
“Weekend Update” to take Fallon’s place on “Late 
Night.” 

Meyers first show, which aired Monday, began 
with an homage to previous Late Night host Jimmy 
Fallon. Meyers performed a “Thank You Notes” 
segment, which Fallon did during his time on Late 
Night and continues to do on The Tonight Show. 

“Thank you, Jimmy Fallon, for taking over The 
Tonight Show at 11:30 so I could take over Late 
Night at 12:30,” Meyers said in the segment. “I 
promise to treat it with respect and dignity and to 
only use it to do original comedy pieces, starting 
now.” 

It was a subtle and funny way for Meyers to dis- 
tinguish himself from Fallon by completely ripping 
him off. 

The structure of the show is not much different 
from other late night talk shows, as the show still 
features a topical monologue, skits, celebrity guests 
and music performances. 

Meyer’s influence is most noticeable in segments 
that rely on topical comedy. 

Segments like “This Week in Numbers,” “Next 
Week’s News” and a parody game show called 
“Fake or Florida” display Meyers in a different and 
unique way that echoes his roots. 


Meyer’s pace and tone as host of “Late Night” 
is similar to that of his previous role as Weekend 
Update” anchor on “Saturday Night Live”, which 
sets the new “Late Night” apart from Fallon’s 
brand. 

The most effective comedic techniques Mey- 
ers has utilized from “Weekend Update” on “Late 
Night” are his scripted interviews. 

Meyers also employs actors to sit in the audience 
and heckle him to add to the comedy. On the sec- 
ond day of the new “Late Night,” acting members 
of the audience began to complain the show had lost 
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its edge. 


The show has also used actors like John Lutz 
from “30 Rock” and Tim Robinson from “SNL” 
to portray goofy characters Meyers invites as

Pokemon digitized — 


The emergence of an interactive social 
experiment to revive a decades-old game 
creates a rabid online gaming cult.

Combine an 18-year-old video game, 
thousands of people and the internet, 
and you get the nostalgic madness that 
is Twitch Plays Pokémon. 

The interactive social experiment 
on the website Twitch, which is known 
for streaming live tournaments and 
gaming events, is an attempt to play 
and defeat Nintendo’s 1996 Pokémon 
Red. 

What makes this experience differ- 
ent is that user comments in the live 
stream’s chat room serve as commands 
for Pokémon Red’s game play. 

The game and concept became so 
popular that at its peak, upwards of 
121,000 people were controlling the 
single-player game and it was not un- 
usual for 80,000 people to be playing 
simultaneously. This often resulted 
in chaos, disaster and hilarity. 

When the game is streamed live, 
players can see how many other people 
are participating at once. Watching the 
commands and comments scroll down 


the chat stream make it seem like thou- 
sands of inexperienced players were 
simply pushing buttons to add to the 
chaos. 

Menus and items, like the Helix Fos- 
sil is an example of one such popular 
button among players. The Helix Fossil 
is an item obtained in the game which 
should be meaningless but has became 
an internet meme. 

Events like the continuous clicking 
of the Helix fossil became a joke among 
fans of the experiment. They began to 
call it a “God” because of how often it 
is “consulted” throughout the game and 
during battle. 

The simultaneous typing of com- 
mands was not only chaotic fun, but 
presented some obstacles for players. 

An option in the PC menu, an in- 
game computer that allows withdrawal 
and storage of ones Pokémon collec- 
tion, also allows Pokémon to become 
released, meaning they are virtually 
freed and can never be used again in 
battle or the game. 

Withdrawal of a Pokémon is usually 
very simple when one person is playing 
the game, but with so many participants 
entering keyed commands even simple 
tasks can be very difficult. 

Fans of the game now recognize Feb. 
23 as Bloody Sunday because of the ac- 


cidental release of 12 Pokémon in the 
attempt to withdraw the Pokémon Zap- 
dos from the PC. 

Surprisingly, despite the difficulties 
caused by a massive influx of players, 
the game was actually finished after 
roughly 16 days of continuous game- 
play. 

“The original generation one 
[Pokémon] games have always been 
the most famous and most popular 
of all of them,” said Sierra St. John, 
Pokemon co-captain of the CSULB 
e-Sports Association. “I love seeing 
how [the community] has been going 
through it.” 


St. John said the game’s popularity , 


isn’t a surprise because the Pokémon 
franchise has many loyal fans. 

The event emerged rapidly via social 
media. Fans of the phenomenon took 
to the internet to create memes and ex- 
pand on the story as it unfolded. 

In a way the game has become more 
meaningful and fun because of the way 
people are able to share ideas, thoughts, 
fan art and mashups on the web, which 
has transformed gaming into a collec- 
tive experience. 

Although the first generation 1996 
Pokémon Red game has been defeated, 
fans of Twitch Plays Pokémon will be 
able to participate in the second coming 
of the game. 2 

The second generation Pokémon 
Crystal, which was released in 2000, 
went live yesterday on streaming ser- 
vice Twitch. 
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LBSU men’s volleyball team takes down No. 8 Stanford, Pacific 


The 49ers come back 
to beat the Cardinal, 
then sweep Pacific.

After taking down No.8 Stanford 
3-1 (25-27, 25-23, 25-18 and 25-23) and 
sweeping Pacific (25-15, 25-19 and 25- 
18 ), the Long Beach State men’s vol- 
leyball team jumped to third place in 
the Mountain Pacific Sports Federation. 

No. 5 LBSU (11-4, 10-4 MPSF) has 


won seven of its last eight matches and 
snatched its fourth straight win after 
this past weekend. 

“Tam very happy with the results and 
what the team has shown,” head coach 
Alan Knipe said. “The guys continue to 
come out strong and resilient; and we 
will go right back to work and hopefully 
continue winning.” 

The 49ers stayed ahead most of 
the first set against Stanford (9-7, 6-7 
MPSF) until the Cardinal scored seven 
straight points to pull ahead 16-13. It 
commanded the lead until two Taylor 
Crabb kills put LBSU up 21-20. From 
there, it became a seesaw competition 
as the remainder of the set comprised of 
five tie scores, with neither team trailing 


by more than a point. Cardinal’s James 
Shaw showcased a kill to end the set at 
27-25. 

Stanford carried its momentum into 
the second set as it opened with a 6-2 
run. With 14 tie scores and seven lead 
changes, both teams went neck and 
neck until a Crabb kill made another 
two-point difference set with a score of 
25-23. 

Roles switched as the 49ers took their 
momentum into the third set and didn’t 
trail once. They snatched the win as 
they quickly ended the set at 25-18. 

As the Cardinal fought for survival, 
the 49ers fought to claim victory with 
the fourth set being thé last. With 13 tie 
scores and four lead changes, neither 


team trailed by more than two points 
the entire set until Jeff Ornee gave the 
49ers a match-point advantage at 24-21. 
The Cardinal scored the next two points 
to cut the difference by one at 24-23, 
but a Steven Irvin service error ended 
any chance for a Cardinal comeback at 
25-23. 

The Cardinal were led by Brian Cook 
with 21 kills and 13 digs, and Steven Ir- 
vin with 14 kills and 13 digs. Eric Mo- 
chalski contributed 14 kills. 

Crabb put on a flawless show as he 
obtained a match-high 22 kills with 
zero errors and hit a .379 clip along 
with 11 digs. Andrew Sato racked up a 
match-high 15 digs. 

Crabb continues to be a driving force 


for the 49ers as he racked up match-high 
kills and his fifth double-double against 
Pacific (2-15, 1-13 MPSF) the following 
night. Having been the only 49er to reg- 
ister double-digit kills, Crabb racked up 
18 kills with two errors for a .522 clip. 

While Dalton Ammerman chipped 
in seven kills and 10 digs, Ornee hit an 
impressive .833 with five kills and zero 
errors out of six attempts. 

Pacific was paced by Thomas Hodg- 
es, the only Tiger to register double- 
digit statistics across the board, with 12 
kills. 

The 49ers will take on national No. 2 
and conference-leading Brigham Young 
Friday and Cal Baptist on Saturday. 
Both matches begin at 7 p.m. 


Long Beach State women endure rough weekend with pair of losses 


The 49ers lose at 
Hawaii, then fall at 
home to Fullerton.

After being leapfrogged by Hawaii 
to move from third to fourth in the Big 
West standings on Thursday, the Long 
Beach State women’s basketball team 
did something they hadn’t done all sea- 
son: lose two games in three nights. 

The 49ers, who are now tied for fifth 
in the Big West, had a poor start on both 
ends against Hawai’i (15-11, 9-5 Big 
West) as the 49ers shot just 38:5: percent 
from the field compared to the Rainbow 
Wahine, who connected on 51.4 percent 
of their shots in the first half. However, 
the 49ers seemed to shake the jet lag in 
the second half and cut a 20-point defi- 
cit to six following a three from junior 
Ella Clark. 

But the 49ers were unable to cut into 


the Rainbow Wahine lead, as Hawai’i 
took advantage of their shots at the 
charity stripe, making 18-of-22 free 
throws on the night. 

Cal State Fullerton (11-15, 7-6 Big 
West) came into the Saturday afternoon 
match up against the 49ers (15-12, 7-6 
Big West) looking to match their Big 
West regular season record and break 
the tie that they held with UC Irvine and 
UC Davis coming into the game. That is 
exactly what the Titans did following a 
late run that ended in a 71-55 final. 

“Give credit to Fullerton, they wanted 
it” head coach Jody Wynn said. “I’m 
very disappointed in our defense. But on 
the bright side, the season is not over.” 

Soon after a loud crash of thunder 
was heard from inside the Walter Pyra- 
mid, water was found by a referee atop 
half court, who=stopped=play. at the 
11:49 mark left in the first half when the 
‘Niners held a 13-7 lead. But after the 
20-minute delay, both teams returned to 
the court and the 49ers added to their 
lead.

missing eight games of Big West action, 
gave the 49ers their first double digit 
lead of the game. The ‘Niners fought off 
a run by the Titans late that half, who 
cut the LBSU lead to three before the 


half ended at 32-25 in favor of the 49ers. 

Sanchez, who started the game on 
the bench given her return from injury, 
went into the locker room with a team- 
high eight points on 3-of-5 shooting. 


Sanchez was only outdone that half 
by Titans freshman Kathleen Iwuoha, 
who had 10 against the ‘Niners this go 
around after fouling out the previous 
meeting. 

Two minutes into the second half, the 
‘Niners were able to sink back-to-back 
threes 35 seconds apart. Junior Lauren 
Spargo netting the first one in the cor- 
ner after fellow junior Hallie Meneses 
sunk her second of the game at the top 
of the arc. 

However, the Titans made multiple 
runs late that cut the 49er lead to a one- 
possession game on multiple occasions. 
They put things away following a tech- 
nical foul for having six players on the 
court. The free throw by Titans guard 
Alex Thomas made it a 65-55. 

“Tt was a foul fest out there tonight,” 
Wynn said. “I guess we fouled them 24 
times to our 11. I’m really upset about 
the discrepancy, but obviously they 
were the aggressors tonight.” 

The 49ers will finish their final week 
of regular season action against second- 
ranked Cal State Northridge on Thurs- 
day, followed by their last game of the 
season at UC Riverside on Saturday. 
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The offense continued to be a model 
of consistency, scoring 12 runs in two 
games. DH Karli Sandoval went 3-4 
against Utah Valley, and Ashlynn 
Booker added a long home run. Short- 
stop Shayna Kimbrough had multiple 
hits in both games. 

The 49ers welcomed back players from 
injury over the weekend. Center fielder 
Leilani Tupua-Tautalatasi had missed four 
out of the last five games due to a concus- 
sion sustained during practice. 

“She got a little bit of whiplash when 
she landed on the grass and had a head- 


ache,” head coach Kim Sowder said. 

“That’s a sign of a concussion and 
you're automatically out. If you test for 
a concussion, you have to be symptom- 
free for 24 hours,’ Sowder said. 

Utility player Loni Tyler also came 
back from being cleared for a concus- 
sion of her own. She pinch-ran and 
scored in both games. 

Along with games against No. 4 
Michigan (13-2) and No. 5 UCLA (16- 
0), the Sunday finale against Illinois 
(11-3) also had to be cancelled due to 
unplayable conditions. 

The 49ers will now prepare for the 
Judi Garman Classic in Fullerton. Be- 
fore they leave, however, they'll play 
one game at home against Lehigh (0-5).
